ATTACKS 
HIS 
REPUTATION 


OLD ACQUAINTANCES SAY IT IS 


NOT GOOD. 


BATTER DEFENSE'S EXPERTS 


GRAND JURORS RELATE WHAT 


WAS TOLD TO THEM. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock this after- 


noon the testimony in the Dunn case 
was completed, and the arguments 
\vill begin at 9 o'clock tomorrow. 
Seven hours are allowed each sice 
of the case. 
Judge O'Rourke over- 


ruled the motioa of the defense that 
the jurcrs be taken to Wallen to in- 
spect the premises. 


The state attacked the defense in 


the Dunn murder case today along 
two important lines. 


Numerous witnesses were called to 


testify as to the reputation borne by 
Dunn iu the neighborhoods where he 
has resided, 
Most of them said that 


the accused man's reputation so far 
as concerns his morals is bad. Many 
of these witnesses have known the 
prisoner for a long term of years. 


This afternoon the state began to 


batter at the expert testimony of the 
defense, and members of the last 
grand jury, which indicted Dunn for 
murder, were called to testify ns to 
what the testimony of the1 experts 
had been before the grand jury. 


The 
crowd 
In attendance was 


smaller than on the days preceding. 
Nothing of a sensational character 
was developed and the monotony of 
the testimony served to lessen the 
interest among- those who remained 
to hear it. There were occasional ob- 
jections from Mr. Colerick over the 
form of the questions put and of the 
construction placed upon the words 
"general moral character," but there 
WAS no rigid cross-examination in 
any case. The state had subpoenaed 
about fifty -witnesses for examination 
at this stage of the proceedings and 
the larger number of them were on 
the stand during the forenoon. 


Neither of the attorneys at noon 


were willing to risk a prophecy as to 
how much time would yet be re* 
quired to* complete the testimony* 
Mr. Emrick said the state had other 
evidence to follow the character wit- 


' nesses,and Mr. Oolerick stated the de- 


fense would present a number of ad- 
ditional witnesses iu rebuttal. 


The jurors spent the second Sunday 


of their enforced isolation quietly in 
the court house, except during the 
hours'fw hen they were out over the 
city for a walk in charge of the 
bailiffs. All are in good health and 
are making the best of their trying 
situation. 


WAS PEELING WELL. 


"I'm feeling first rate, with the ex- 


ception of a cold," said Dunn, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry as he entered 
the court room. "I caught cold while 
sitting on the witness stand, for a 
strong draught blew past me. Then 
the change in temperature last ni^ht 
gave me a little more. But it's noth- 
ing serious, and aside from that I'm 


1 all right." 
His manner was easy, 


cheerful and confident. Only a few 
persons were in the oourt room as the 
accused man entered, and he sat for 
a time entirely alone in his place be- 
side tho long table, where he has sat 
during every day of the trial.

SNOW-LOCKED PASSES* 


DIPLOMACY IS A HINDRANCE 


DICKINSON AND RUSSIAN MIN- 


ISTEE AT LOGGERHEADS. 


New York, Nov. 4.—The positive 


conviction that Miss Ellen M. Stone 
is dead is contained in a letter which 
has just been received in Boston 
from Ivan Kaduloff, a student, who 
was with the American missionary 
when she was captured by brigands 
in Turkey together 
with 
jSfoue. 


Tsilka, says the Boston correspond- 
ent cf the Press. According to tais 
letter the snow in the mountains 
into which Miss Stone and her com- 
panion were taken by their captors 
was three feet deep three weeks ago, 
at the time the letter was written.

There was a hope that Miss Stone 
might have been -concealed in the 
monastery of St. Ivan of Sila, which 
is near the Bulgarian-Turkish fron- 
tier an'd on the Bulgarian side of it. 
So great was the anxiety of the Bul- 
garian government to do everything 
in its power to assist the United 
States' representatives in their ef- 
fort to find the missionary that they 
adopted the exceedingly unpopular 
measure of ordering a search of the 
monastery. This search 
disclosed 


the fact that Miss Stone had not 
been there. The discovery was dis- 
appointing to Miss Stone's friends in 
Samakov. According to the letter of 
Ivan Raduloff, Consul General Dick- 
inson has retarded the release of 
Miss Stone seriously* It is said 
that Mr. Dickinson by his criticism 
of the Bulgarian 
government has 


antagonized the government. 


'It is understood in Samakov the

retail t\em. 
Colonel Benson fell 


mortally wounded early in the fight. 
Major Wolsh-Sampson took com- 
mand, collected the convoy, and took 
up a position for defense about 500 
yards from intrencbments prepared 
by the Boers. 
The captured guns 


were so situated that neither side 
could touch them. 


The Boers made desperate efforts to 


overwhelm the whole British force, 
charging repeatedly right up to the 
British lines and being driven back 
each, time with heavy loss. The de- 
fense was stubbornly and success- 
fully maintained through the whole 
of* the following day and the succeed- 
ing night under Colonel Barter, who 
had marched all night from Bush- 
man's Kop and brought relief on the 
morning of November 1. 
The Boers 


then retired. 
Their losses are esti- 


mated at between* 300 and 400.

NEW EFFORTS AFOOT. 


New York, Nov. 4.—According to 


the Vienna Politische corresportdsnt 
quoted by the correspondent of the 
London Times and the Wow York 


Columbus, 
Ohio, Nov. 
4.—The 


apathy that has prevailed during the 
present campaign in Ohio continues 
up to the eve of the election. 
The 


campaign has been as quiet as it was 
short. The falling off of the regis- 
tration in the larger cities, the un- 
usually indefinite indications of the 
poll books and the general lack of 
interest have put the leaders to guess- 
ing. While the republicans are con- 
fident of winning, they fear that the 
small vote may greatly reduce the 
pluralities that they expected 011 the 
state ticket and probably make tie 
result in the legislature close on joint 
ballot for senator. The democrats aro 
depending on the traditional results 
of "off years" in Ohio, and on their 
opponents being the greater sufferer,? 

They 
say the republicans are having trou- 
bles in all of the larger cities on 
which they depend for their plurali- 
ties, that the rural districts are demo- 
cratic and not disturbed by local diffi- 
culties as are the cities and that the 
accidents are all their way.

In Cincinnati the

A GEOLOGICAL FfcEAX 


Off the coast of the peninsula of 


southern California lies the island of 
Santa 
Catalina. 
The 
probability 


that it had in comparatively recent 
times, geologically speaking, been 
sinking, while the adjacent mainland 
and at least ons other island not far 
away had been emerging from the 
ocenn, was suggested several years 
ago by Prof. A. C. Lawson. 
And 


now a fresh bit of evidence pointing 
in the sains direction is contributed 
to science by "William E. Bitter, 


Professor Lawson had observed a 


remarkable series of natural terraces 
along the coast in the immediate vi- 
cinity of San Pedro Hill, which indi- 
cated oceanic action at different lev- 
els. 
The highest terraces were be- 


lieved to have been cut when the land 
was very much depressed, and the 
others when it had risen gradually. 
The island of San Clezneate also ex- 
hibits the same characteristic. Hence, 
any trained geologist would infer 
that it had experienced the same fate 
asvthe neighborhood of San Pedro 
Hill, and had come up out of the 
water at the same time. What led 
Professor 
Xawscn to suspect that 


Santa Catalina had a different (and 
pcihnps older) origin is the fact that 
its mountain sculpture is singularly 
in contrast with that of the localities 
just mentioned. 


Idr. Bitter was engaged last sum- 


mer in dredging for specimens of 
marine life. 
His work war* carried 


on in the vicinity of Santa Catalina. 
While on the north side of the island 
he brought up a lot of cobblestones, 
varying in size from a sparrow's egg 
to a human head. 
These came from 


a depth of 270 feet, and fishermen 
have since told him that the shoal 
on which th«y were found reaches a 
-iepth of 450 elsewhere. 
Kow these 


cobblestones are one of the recognized 
indications of an old ocean beach. 3ut 
"s they were picked up nearly a mile 
from the present shore line, it sterns 
orobable that the beach once existed 
it that distance from the position it 
now occupies. 
Herein Mr. Ritter 


finds a partial confirmation of Pro- 
fessor Lawson's theory that Santa 
Catalina has sunk, while San Pedro 
Hill and San. Clemente were rising 
from the ssa.

PRAYERS FOR A STIPEND. 


There is a small village in the de- 


partment of the Sarthe, in Franco, 
that has arisen 
from poverty to 


affluence by means of prayer fur- 
nished on demand for a consideration. 
Che cure of the village, a certain 
Abbe Euguet. was as poor as his flock. 
But he was not content to stay that 
way and being a man of imagination 
he looked around for some means by 
which he could better the condition 
of his people and incidentally his 
own. 
He finally hit upon an ide?,. 


He learned to set type, bought a 
second-hand hand press and set up, 
printed and published a leaflet in 
which ho discoursed upon the efficacy 
of prayer. Then he made a business 
proposition to his flock. 
He would 


pray for them, for their children and 
for their dead for an annual subscrip- 
tion of one sou. In other words, he 
would take charge of all their prayers 
'or one sou a year. The idea appealed 
to his parishioners and all of thorn 
subscribed. 
With the little sums 


thus acquired he printed more leaflets 
and distributed them throughout the 
neighboring country and every leaf- 
let seemed to bring in a now sub- 
scriber. 


Today he has many thousands of 


subscribers who live in all parts of; 
the world, end Hontligeon, which i 
was once little more than a collection 
of hovels, is a prospering town. 
It 


has a church that is a cathedral. It 
has wide streets lighted by electric 
lights, a postoffice, waterworks and 
cab service. And in the center of the 
town is a large white building where 
Abbe Buguet, with eight almoners, 
fifteen interpreters, twenty secretar- 
ies and a crowd of clerks, proceeds 
with his work of supplying prayers. 
jMore than 1.500 letters come each 
day, each of them containing at least 
the required sou, and most of them 
having a much larger sum. A part 
of these letters ask for prayers and 
these are divided among various 
needy priests in the neighborhood, 
who thus are able to add considerable 
to their meager incomes. 
All the 


voluntary offerings go into the gen* 
oral treasury and arc used for the 
benefit of the town and the valley i:: 
which it is situated. The mayor cf 
the town is the cashier and tlic prin- 
cipal town councillors are the secre- 
taries or chief accountants, and Abbe 
Buguet is manager of all. It is the 
most profitable prayer factory in the 
world.

ATTACKS 
HIS 
REPUTATION 


OLD ACQUAINTANCES SAY IT IS 


NOT GOOD. 


BATTER DEFENSE'S EXPERTS 


GEAND JUEOES EELATE WHAT 


WAS TOLD TO THEM. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock this after- 


noon the testimony in the Dunn case 
was completed, and the arguments 
will bag-in 
at 9 o'clock tomorrow. 


Seven hours are allowed each side 
of the case. 
Judge O'Eourke over- 


ruled tha motion of tlhe defense that 
the iurcrs be taken to Wallen to in- 
spect the premises. 


The state attacked the defense in 


the Dunn murder case today along 
two important lines. 


Numerous witnesses were called to 


testify as to the reputation borne by 
Dunn in the neighborhoods where be 
has resided. 
Most of them said that 


the accused man's reputation so far 
as concerns his morals is bad. Many 
of these witnesses have known the 
prisoner for a long term of years. 


This afternoon the state began to 


batter at the expert testimony of the 
defense, and members of the last 
grand jury, which, indicted Dinvn for 
murder, were called to testify ns to 
what tbe testimony of the' experts 
had been before tha grand jury. 


The 
crowd in attendance was 


smaller than on the days preceding. 
Nothing of a sensational character 
was developed and tbe monotony of 
the testimony served to lessen the 
interest among those who remained 
to hear it. There were occasional ob- 
jections from Hr. Colerlck over the 
form of the questions put and of the 
construction placed upon the words 
"general moral character," but there 
was uo rigid cross-examination in 
any case. The state had subpoenaed 
about fifty witnesses for examination 
at this stage of the proceedings and 
the larger number of them were on 
the stand during the forenoon. 


Neither of the attorneys at noon 


were willing to risk a prophecy as to 
how much time would yet be re- 
quired to- complete tha testimony. 
Mr. Emrick said the state had other 
evidence to follow the character wit- 


' nesses,aiid Mr. Oolp.rick sfca-ted the de- 


fense would present a number of ad- 
ditional witnesses in rebuttal. 


The jurors spent the second Sunday 


of their enforced isolation quietly in 
the court house, except during the 
hours "when they were out over tbe 
city for a walk in charge 
of the 


bailiffs. All are in good health and 
are making the best of their trying 
situation. 


WAS FEELING WELL. 


"I'm feeling first rate, wLth the ex- 


ception of a cold," said Dunn, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry as he entered 
tbe court room. "I caught cold whilu 
sitting on the witness stand, for a 
strong draught blew past me. Then 
the change in temperature last niftht 
gave me a little more. But it's noth- 
ing serious, and aside from that I'm 
'all rig-lit." 
His manner was easy, 


cheerful and confident. Only a few 
persons were in the court room as the 
accused man entered, and he sat for 
a time entirely alone in his place be- 
side tho long table, where be -has sat 
din-ing every day of tbe trial. 


The court room doors were not 


thrown open until a few minutes be- 
fore 9, and then tbe crowd which, had 
been -waiting in the corridors filed in 
and took -the s^ats. 


WABCUP RECALLED.

ness recalled by the state in rebuttal 
this morning.

There is a small village in the de- 


partment of the Sarthe, in France, 
that has arisen 
from poverty to 


affluence by means of .prayer fur- 
nished on demand fora consideration. 
The cure of the village, n cprtr.i 
Abbe Buguet, was us poor as his flock. 
But he was not content to stay that 
way Jind being a man of imagination 
he looked around for some means by 
which he could better the condition 
of his people and incidentally hi? 
own. 
He finally hit upon an id 


Ho learned to set type, bought a 
second-hand hand press and set up, 
printed and published a leailet in 
whioli he discoursed upDii the efficacy 
of prayer. Then he made a business 
proposition to his flock. He would 
pray for them, for their children and 
for their dead for an annual subscrip- 
tion of une sou. In other words, he 
would take charge of all -their prayers 
for one sou c year. The idea appralerl 
to his parishioners and nil of them 
subscribed. 
With the little sums 


s acquired he printed more leaflets 


aud distributed them throughout the 
neighboring country and every leaf- 
let seemed to bring in a new sub- 
scriber. 


Today he has many thousands of 


subscribers who live an all parts of 
the world, and Jlontliguoii, which 
was once little more than a collection 
of hovels, is a prospering town. 
It 


has a church that is it cathedral. 
It 


has wide streets lighted by electric 
ights, n. poStcffirc, waterworks and 
cnb service. And in the center of the 
town is a large white building where 
Abbe Buguet, with eight ahnonnrs, 
fifteen interpreters, -twenty secretar- 
ies and a crowd of clerks, proceed" 
with his work of supplying pr-.iyers. 
More than 1.500 letters come each 
day, each of them containing1 at least 
the required soil, and most of thorn 
having a much larger sum. A pr.rt 
of these letters ask for prayers and 
these arc divided among 
various 


needy priests in the neighborhood. 
who thus are nblo to add considerable 
to their niFp.ger incomes. 
All the 


voluntary offerings go into the gen- 
eral trcisuvy and arc use*! for the 
benefit of the town and the valley i:i 
which it is situated. Tlie mayor cf 
the town is the cnshicr and tho prin- 
cipal town councillors are the SR;:m- 
taries or'chief accountants, nnd Abbe 
Buguet is manr.ger of all. It is Ui«j 
most profitable prayer factory in tho
